today reaches throughout 
Los Angeles and its en¬ 
virons. 

First branch store was 
opened July 12, 1911, at Pico 
and Normandie — “way out 
in the country” during those 
pre-World War I days. An

President Kennedy pro¬ 
claims in his tax message 
that the proposed tax plan 
will benefit ‘‘most all old 
people,” especially those in 
the lower brackets. How can 
it? He is taking away the 
double exemption, the divi¬ 
dend credits, and reducing 
the itemized deductions by 
50 per cent of the adjusted 
gross income. He “brags” 
about the proposed retire¬ 
ment credit of $300. I’d like 
to inform the President that 
the present retirem e n t 
credit per person is $304. A 
small percentage decrease 
in the “rate” cannot com¬ 
pensate for the increase in 
taxable Income until the old 
person’s income reaches into 
the higher brackets. Follow¬ 
ing is a brief analysis of 
tliree actual returns — not 
based on theory; 

Retired “Old Couple.” All 
income earned in California.

$6,750. Two double exemp¬ 
tions, $100 dividend exclu¬ 
sion, itemized deductions 
$1200, dividend credit of $8.

Total employment In Cal¬ 
ifornia for each month dur¬ 
ing 1962 was substantially 
higher than a year earlier. 

Continuing a n upward 
trend started In mid-61, 
when employment began to 
rise more rapidly and un¬ 
employment rates declined, 
the number of jobs contin¬ 
ued to expand through 1962, 
and each month set a new 
record for the month. 

The statewide average 
employment level was 6,- 
252,000 during 1962, or 3.6 
per cent above the 1961 

Growth in manufacturing 
contributed most to the 
gain, with employment ris¬ 
ing more than 5 per cent. 
The missiles and electronics 
industries contributed al¬ 
most two-thirds of this in¬ 
crease. 

Another large gain occur¬ 
red in government. Schools 
added 44,000 employes to 
meet the needs of an ex¬ 
panding school population. 

A 4 per cent gain was 
seen in the service indus¬ 
tries, including hotels, the 
professions, recreation, re¬ 
pair service, medical and 
health service. 

Average unemployment in 
1962 was 5.9 per cent of the 
labor force, compared with 
6.9 per cent in 1961.
